This has limited the utility 
of existing VoiceXML-con^pliant voice browsers, since a 
relatively small percentage of Web sites include content 
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foannatted in accordance with VoiceXML. In addition to the large 
number of HTML-based Web sites, Web sites Bervin9 content 
conforming to standards applicable to particular types of user 
devices are becoming increasingly prevalent. For example, the 
Wireless Markup Language ("WML") of the Wireless Application 
Protocol ("WAP") (see, e.g., www-wapforum,org/) provides a 
standard for developing content applicable to wireless devices 
such as mobile telephones, pagers, and personal digital 
assistants. Some lesser-known standards for Web content include 
the Handheld Device Markup Language ("HDML"), and the relatively 
new' Japanese standard Compact HTML.
